I enclose herewith the receipt of J. W. Harriman, Cashier of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of New Sank for the check of the War Department for $1466.78, 
the amount advanced by you to Mr. Kjellmann for the Lapps. 

The postmaster at Seattle wrote that three packages for V..C.Gambell were 
at the Seattle postoffice. Thinking that they must be the school supplies, I request: 
ed him to forward them to you at St. Michael; I hope they came to hand safely. 

Mr. Foster inquired about Mr. Marsh’s salary for the coming year: we have 
enough signed vouchers to enable bis salary to be drawn for several years, but only 
one order-for its payment, the one for 1897-1898 to S. Foster aga Co. I presume that 
he has sent down another one for 1898-1899. 

The Sundry Civil Bill has finally passed, Siving us $30,000 for educa- 
‘tion and $12,500 for reindeer, and we get $5,000 on the Indian Appropriation Bill. 
Jobn W. Graham’s bill for freight on the Del Norte ($2588.73) I managed to place on 
the appropriation for education, 1898, considering all the places as industrial 
schools, thus saving the reindeer appropriation that amount. Instead of sending 
the vouchers here, Graham’s bill came through the Riggs Bank as a draft for immed- 


iate payment; wont you kindly instruct him, or any one else in seattle, not to send 


sills in that way; Mr. Evans objected decidedly. The bills for the supplies for 
the reindeer stations are unusually heavy; if there is any bill for the transpor- 
tation of deer from Siberia to Alaska, I hope that it will be possible to defer 
the payment of it until after your return as we can then adjust the various bills 
more intelligently. a 

The Agricultural Department has sent you a check for $206.48 for botanical 
specimens, which I have placed in the safe in the Chief Clerk’s room. 

Mr. Albert W. Newhall has been appointed assistant teacher at Unalaska at $500. 
Miss M. E. Mellor writes that you have promised her $700. Mr. OC. 0. Solter bas ac- 
eepted School No. 1 at Juneau. Mr. CG. E. Coe requested that a Baptist be appoint- 
ed to Wood Island, if Miss Fulcomer could be transferred to Kadiak; I have offered 
her that school, and Mrs. MeWhinnie is looking for a Baptist for Wood Island, if 
Miss Fulecomer accepts the transfer. T have made no appointment for Haines as I 
think that we shall be rather short of funds this year. This leaves only Fort 
Wrangel to be supplied and I am corresponding with a good woman for that place.

; Under date of April 6th, the enclosed circular letter was sent 

yo your address, under instructions from the Sub-Committee of the Nation- 

al Committee for the Erection of a Monument to the Martyrs of the 

Maine. No response has been received up to this date, and I take it 

that the letter miscarried, or that in the press of official business it 

has been overlooked. I, therefore, venture to resend it, and to beg an 

early reply at your convenience. 

A very liberal response was received to the original letter, 
from the State Superintendents of Education, nearly all of whom express- 
ed themselves heartily in favor of the undertaking. As a result of the 
work, we have secured the signatures and subscription of the school 
children of 34 States. It is the desire to make the work as complete 
as possible, and with that object in view, the Committee has fixed a 
supplemental date, namely; October 14th for the taking of signatures 
and such subscriptions as may be voluntarily offered. 

If not asking too much, the Committee would appreciate it, if 
you would give the enclosed documents the careful consideration, which 
the Committee thinks they merit. 

The enterprise, so far as regards the school childrens work, 
has been satisfactory, Something over $15.000 has already been sent 
to Mr. George J. Gould, Treasurer of the National Committee, from the 
various schools. This represents only a portion of the actual subscrip- 
tions, as many of the schools, in fact, the majority were closed before 
the blanks reached them. Where action was prevented by this early 
closing, the County Superintendents and Principals have requested the 
privilege of taking up the matter this Fall, and it was at their request 
that e general supplemental date was fixed for October 14th. 

The Monument movement, since its inception has been enlarged. 
It is now proposed to make the monument a memorial, not alone to the 
Martyrs of the Maine, but to all the United States Soldiers and Sailors 
as well, who fell at the front in Cuba. The response of the people from 
all classes has been most generous. We have already in our hands, from 


all sources, over $100.000, so that the success of the project on a large
